YncinrA, Jan. 24.—Although the Bui« 
garian situation has improved, the mili- 
tary preparations of the Austra-Hun- 
garian government continue unabated. 
In event of mobilization three great ar- 
mies will be formed, each corps having 
no less than 250,000 men. Gommanders 
for these companies have been designat- 
ed. It is believed that these gigantic 
preparation/have b,een undertaken less 
from fear of war with Bussia concerning 
Bulgaria than with a view to a contin- 
gency of war between France and Oer- 
many, which would cause additional 
eastern complications. 


LONDON, Jan. 24.—There is no paral- 
lel for the position which political parties 
will oocupy, whether in relation to them- 
selves or to each other, at the opening of 
parliament in the jubilee year. The 
Pamellites now constitute the only sec- 
tion able to boast that they 
are united. 
The liberal divisions are deeper than 
ever, and ;,wonId not be settled even 
if Ghamberlain entered into a temporary 
treaty at the conference. The basis of the 
conferenoe, whatever, you may hear to 
the contrary, rests upon the proposal to 
shelve home rule for a given period, pro- 
vided the liberal unionists consent to 
act with Oladstone during the interval. 
The Pamellites would accept this, hav- 
ing no better terms to look for from the 
otlierside, but Hartington, and at least 
seventy out of the seventy-seven dis- 
santienia, would dedine to be bound by 
any such arrangement. 
Ghamberlain 
would go back almost alone, and the 
treaty would miss fire. Altogether, 
eiroumatanoes will drive Hartington 
more and more to the conservatives, and 
the bulk of the unionists will follow him.

Naw TOBK, Jas. 24.—The ^ERA^D this 
morning says: "All interested in the 
Golumbus, Hooking Valley and Toledo 
railroad will be happy to know that the 
company is $946,000 richer than they 
supposed. 
President John Shaw, who 
went west last Wednesday to look for 
$721,000 of securities missing from the 
company's treasury, not only found 
them, but $225,000 more and he induced 
or compelled the executive officer, in 
whose possession they were found, tcr 
surrender them unconditionally. 
He 
said the bonds were in the hands of ex- 
Judge Stephen Burke, who was one of 
the last board of directors, and vice- 
president of the company. Judge Burke 
said they were turned over to him in 
payment for certain coal lands sold by 
him to the Hocking Goal company. This 
company sold them to the Golumbus, 
Hocking Valley and Toledo railroad at 
the enormous price of $800,000. 
The 
coal lands were transferred to the rail- 
road company for that amount. The 
cost to the coal company was less than 
$500,000 aU told, and had there not been 
a settlement, it is probable that crimi- 
nal proceedings would have been begnn 
against the directors, who personally 
profited by the transaction. 


BOILEEmOSION. 


The Iron and Steel Works of Sprang, 
Chalfant & Co.,Blown into Pieces. 


LoüisviLLa, ¿T., Jan. 24.-Mr. and 
Mrs. Wm. Spericfogle, living on Fetter 
avenue., were taking their two-year-old 
infant to the St. Louis cemetery for in- 
terment this morning when they were 
startled with peculiar noises issuing from 
the cofBn. 
At first the parents were 
dumbfounded, but the father, placing 
his ear against the coffin-lid, heard the 
baby cries of what he thought to be his 
dead child. He tried to force open the 
lid, but in vain. Placing the cofSn on 
his shoulders he hurried to a neighbor- 
ing grocery, and with a hatchet burst 
the lid. The child, with outstretched 
aroui and with the faintest cries, held its 
tiny arms out to him. 
The baby was 
taken back home, and though very ill, 
is not beyond the hope of recovery.; 


The strangest feature of the case is 
that the child was supposed to have died 
early Saturday morning. 
A physician 
pronounced it dead. Since the moment 
of its supposed demise the body had 
been closely watched by the grief-strick- 
en parents, and no sign of life was evi- 
dent. It got icy cold, and was as stiff 
as a corpse. 
There were no signs of 
breathing and the eyes were set as if in 
death. 


WASHINGTON. 


The Proceedings in Both Houses

PITTSBUBO, Pa., Jan. 24.—A battery 
of four steel boilers at Sprang, Ghalfant 
k Go's, steel and iron works, at Aetna- 
borough, six miles east of Allegheny 
Gity, exploded with terrific force at 5 
o'clock this morning, completely wreck- 
ing the bar mill department, killing one j 


man 
instantly and seriously injuring a 
number of others. 
Fireman George] 
Patterson was instantly killed. Wm. 
Gorville, an employe, was picked up 
from under the boilers in a dying con- 
dition, being scalded with steam. Bart- 
ley Knockton, a puddler, was hit on the j 
head with a flying brick and painfully 
injured, M. M. Mulholland, a helper, 
had one leg hurt and others received 
slight bums and injuries. The damage 
to the mill will exceed $30,000. The 
cause of the explosion is not yet known. 


Wm. Gorville died about 11 o'clock 
this morning. 
Twelve persons were 
more or less injured by the steam or 
flying debris, but none of the others 
vi^ die.

Haaen, the chief signal officer, who died 
a week ago Sunday, was one of the most 
prom inent guests. Last Monday Mrs. 
Voorhees was taken ill with the fatal re- 
sult noted. 


Mrs. Cleveland sent a large basket ol 
lilies of the valley to the house of Sen 
ator Voorhees. The remains of Mrs. 
Voorhees were put into the casket Sat- 
urday and yesterday afternoon at 1:30 
Dr. Leonard, of St. John's church, con 
ducted a short service over the dead 
At 3:30 o'clock Senator Voorhees and his 
three sons, Dr. Beese, Charles and 
James P. and Miss Voorhees left for 
Terre Haute with their dead. They wil 
reach their destination at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon. The Voorhees' have not had 
residence in Terre Haute for some 
years, and will probably be the guests 
during their stay of Mrs. Garlton, 
Mrs. 
Voorbees' 
only 
sister. Mrs. 
Bobb, of Lafayette, will meet the sad 
cortege in Terre Haute. 
The casket 
will be taken to the Episcopal church, of 
which Mrs. Voorhees was a member. 
The family will return immediately to 
this city after the final funeral service. 
Miss Voorhees stayed in the room with 
her mother and conld not be persuaded 


to leave her for rest or food. 
Her grief 
was violent and all-absorbing. 
The sen- 
ator is overwhelmed. Mr. Paul Jones 
and Mrs. Voorhees' three sons, G. S. 
Voorhees, Beese Voorhees and J. P.

The 
strongest objection I hear urged to its 
removal from Enightstown is that the 
land, some fifty-eight acres, upon which 
the house is located, was donated by 
citizens of that place for the special pur- 
poses of erecting and maintaining such 
a home, and new buildings are nearly 
completed to replace those destroyed by 
fire. Some say the state would lose the 
land and buildings by reversion if the 
location is changed. 


It will do no harm to try it, and I 
should be glad to see Fort Wayne 
chosen for something the state haa to 
bestow. It might be well to appoint a 
small committee to come here and work 
jbr it. Tour experience here would 
show you that it ought to be active, dis- 
creet men, such as we have plenty of.

E. G. SPALDINO, the man who framed 
the original legal-tender act, is still 
living in Buffalo. He is nearly 80 
years of age. At the breaking out of 
the war he was a leading member of 
the lower house of Congress. His 
famous bill, known as the legal-tender 
act, was slightly altered before its in- 
troduction by Secretary Chase and 
Mr. Lincoln. 
The original bill is now 
in tbe possession of its author. Mr. 
Spalding is a bank President, and is 
worth $10,000,000. 


THE thrilling Wall street operator, 
S. v. White, has posted in his private 
ofBce this notice: "I am not a deacon." 
He has ^Mft extended his field of spec- 
ulation bej<.>nd the Stock Exchange, 
by becoming a member of the Cotton, 
Exchange, and the announcements of 
his election mentioned him, as usual, 
as "Deacon White. ** He explains that, 
Although a treasurer of Plymouth Con- 
gregation, he is no a member of the 
church, much less a deacon. 
That ap- 
pellation is a nickname, originally put 
on him jocosely by a journalist, to be, 
accepted in good earnest by the public. 
He now wishes to stop the misuse of a 
religious title, he says. 


MB. GARLAND made his first appear- 
ance in public ill company with tbe 
other members of the administration at 
the Logan iuueraL 
Mr. Garland has 
steadfastly refused every invitation to 
any kind of gathering, official or sooia: 
He has never accompanied the Presi- 
dent and his Cabiuet when thej have 
gone to neighboring cities to attend 
public gatherings. 
His reserve and 
fondness for shutting himself up, 
either in the Department of Justice or 
at home, appears to have grown upou 
him during the last year. 
He very 
rarely sees any one at his house in the, 
evening. 
Very few public men call! 
upon him. 


"THE 'three little maids' of the JSn- 
glish 'Mikado' company at present on 
tiie Continent have very nearly been 
consigned in Vienna to durance vile," 
says the St. James' Gazette. "One 
night when waiting to 'go on,' they so 
far forgot themselves as to be playful 
with the officer of the fire brigade at- 
tached to the theater. In their own 
words, they 'trotted down to him and 
giggled at him from behind their fans.' 
The officer had never been so insulted 
in his life, and at once lodged his com- 
plaint witli the ])olice. Mr. Curtis' 
representative was aiimmoned to the 
police court, and things were looking 
serious when some one made a happy 
suggestion. 
This was that each of the 
'three little maids' should make amends 
by kissing the gallant officer. This fin- 
ished the ease." 


THE coUossaltelescope for the Liok 
Observatory in California will soon lie 
completed, and, when mounted, it is 
expected that a great field for science 
will be opened, by its wonderful glass, 
to the view of astronomers. 
The ordi- 
nary telescopes for astronomical ob- 
servation have a magnifying power of 
200 diameters, and with tbem the 
moon is to all appearances, brought 
within 1,200 miles of the earth. 
Thij 
new telescope has a power of 3,600 di- 
ameters, and is expected to bring the 
moon to within 68 miles of us. In this 
manner it will be possible to ascertain 
to a certainty whether that body is in- 
habited or not. It is also expected 
that astronomers will then be able to 
explain the enigmatical features of 
Mars; the chaos of Orion will be ex- 
plored; and perhaps an unseen uni- 
verse opened to our gaze. 
Every ad- 
vantage of position will favor this 
mammoth telescope. It will be placed 
on the Pacific coast, where the air is 
the clearest in the world. 
Then rest- 
ing on top of Mount Hamilton, it will be 
above the dense air that lies heary near

STATE F I E R C E . 


The Provisions of the Bill That is to 
Take EiTeot in Sixtj Days and 
Interests Everyone. 


The inter- state commerce bill, as 
agreed upon by both hooses of congress 
in its first section applies the provisions 
of this act to any common carrier en- 
gaged in the transportation of passen- 
gers wholly by railroad, or partly by 
railroad and partly by water when both 
are osed, nnder common control, man- 
agement or arrungement through more 
than one state or territory, or from any 
place in the United States to adjacent 
foreign country. It defines term "rail- 
road" to include all bridges and ferries 
used or operated by any railroad. 
All 
the charges made for any service ren- 
dered in the transportation of passengers 
or property, shall be reasonable and 
just; and every unjust and unreasonable 
charge for such service is prohibited and 
decreed to be unlawful. Section 2 makes 
it unlawful for any common carrier, sub- 
ject to the provisions of this act, to 
charge, demand, collect or receive, di- 
rectly or indirectly, from any person, 
greater 
or 
less 
compensation for 
any service rendered in the trwsporta- 
tion 
of 
passengers 
or 
property 
than it charges, demands, collects, or re • 
ceives from any person or persons for 
doing for him or them like and contem- 
poraneous service in the transportation 
of a like kind of traffic, under substan- 
tially similar ciicumstances and condi- 
tions. Section 3 makes it unlawful for 
any common carrier, subject to the pro- 
visions of this act, to make or give any 
undue or unreasonable preference or ad- 
vantage 
to any particular 
person, 
company, firm, corporation or locality 
on any particular discripti^n of traffic. 
Every common carrier, subject to the 
provisions of this act, shall according to 
their respective powers, afford all reas- 
onable, proper and equal facilities for 
the interchange of traffic between their 
respective lines and for receiving, for- 
warding and delivering of passengers 
and property to and from their several 
lines and those connecting therewith and 
shall not discriminate in their rates and 
charges between such connecting lines. 
Sections 4 and 5, (the long |and short 
haul and pooling sections) are as fol- 
lows: 


Section 4. That it shall be unlawful 
for any common carrier, subject to the 
provisions of this act, to charge or re- 
ceive any greater compensation in the 
aggregate, for the transportation of pas- 
sengers, or of like kind of property, 
nnder substantially similar circumstan- 
ces and conditions for shorter than for 
longer distance, over the same line, in 
the same direction, the shorter being in- 
cluded within the longer distance, but 
this shall not be construed as authoriz- 
ing any common carrier within the terms 
of this act to charge and receive as great 
compensation for the shorter as for the 
longer distance, provided, however, that 
upon application to the commission ap- 
pointed under the provisions of this act 
such common carrier mry, in special 
oases, after investigation by the com- 
mission be authorized to charge less for 
the longer than for the shorter distances 
for the transportation of passengers, and 
the commission may from time to time 
prescribe the extent to which such des- 
ignated common carrier may be relieved 
from the operation of this section of this 
act. 


Section 6. That it is unlawfnl for any 
common carrier, subject to the provis- 
ions of this act, to enter into any con- 
tract, agreement or combination with 
any other carrier or carriers for the pool- 
ing of the freights of diflferent and com- 
peting railroads, or to divide between 
them the aggregate or net proceeds of 
the earnings of such railroads, or any 
portion thereof, and in any case of agree- 
ment for pooling of freights as aforesaid 
each day of its continuance shall be 
deemed a separate offense. 


Section 6 requires that after ninety 
days from the passage of the act every 
common carrier, subject to its provisions, 
shall have printed, and keep for public 
inspection, schedules showing 
rates, 
fares and charges, and in addition to re- 
quiring railroads to give publicity at all 
of the depots on their several lines, it 
gives authority to the commission, where 
it is proper and necessary to require 
them to give publicity to their rates 
to other places beyond the lines of their 
several railroads. It also provides that 
rates, fares and charges shall not be 
raised except after ten days of public 
notice, but that they may be reduced 
withoat previous public notice; the no- 
tice, however, shall be simultaneous 
with the reduction itself. 


Section 7 makes it unlawful ior any 
common carrier to enter into any com- 
bination or agreement to prevent the 
carriage of freights from being contin- 
uous from the place of shipment to the 
place of destination. 


Section 8 declarea that any common 
carrier violating the provisions of the 
act shall be liable to the person or per- 
sons injured thereby for the fall amount 
of the damages sustained, in conse- 
quence of any such violation, together 
with reasonable counsel or attorney's fee. 
The 9th section provides that persons 
claiming to have been damaged by the 


action of common carriers may proceed 
for the recovery of the damages, either 
in the courts of the United States or be- 
fore the commission herein provided for, 
but not before both ^bnnals. 


The 10th section makes it a penal of- 
fense to violate any of the provisions of 
this act and puts the maximum of fine 
which may be imposed at the sum of 
$5,000. 


The 11th and following section con- 
tain the commission features of the bill. 
They provide for a commission to con- 
sist of five persons whose term of office 
shall be for six years except for the first 
appointments, which are to be for two, 
three, four, five and six years. 
The 
members of this commission to be ap- 
pointed by the president by and with 
the advice and consent oi the senate. 
Their principal office shall be in Wash- 
ington, but they may hold sessions at 
other places than Washington and a sin- 
gle member of the commission may take 
testimony anywhere, as may be directed 
by the commission. These commissioners 
have salaries of $7,500 each. 
The pro- 
visions of this act shall take effect sixty 
days after its passage. 


THE Americmi 
Grocer 
furnishes 
some interesting figures concerning the 
"tomato pack" of the year, showing to 
what enormous proportions this com- 
paratively new industry has grown. 
The total pack for the year is 2,363,760 
cases of two dozen cans each. The total 
for 1885 was 1,484,006 cases; and the 
average for the past four years has been 
2,190,631, sho^ving that the pack of 
1886 is very much above the average. 
New Jersey takes the lead in the busi- 
ness, ne0.rly one-third of the total pack 
coming from that State. 
.Delaware 
comes next, and then New York. 
Michigan contributed 33,165 cases to 
the mass. It will be gratifying to con- 
sumers as well as packers to learn that 
all the old packed goods have gone 
into consumption, and that the spring 
will see the stock lighter than it has 
been at any time for six years. Al- 
though the goods are warranted to 
stand in any climate and last a life- 
time, everybody prefers them reason- 
ably fresh and modern.

If jon will look back over the list 
jon will gee that from the beginning 
most of our Presidents have been poor 
men. 
George Washington was, per- 
haps, the wealthiest of them and Knth- 
erford B. Hayes will perhaps rank next 
John Adams, at the age of 66, after 
twenty-six years of conlinuons public 
service, retired to his little estate at 
Quincy, Massachusetts, 
with barely 
enough property to give him the needs 
of life on a farm. 
Thomas Jefferson 
had to borrow something less than $10,- 
0c)0 of a Richmond bank to pay his 
debts before he left the White House, 
and the history of the last seventeen 
years of his life is one of almost con- 
tinious financial embarrassment. Pres- 
ident Madison left some property at 
the time of his death, but his widow, 
the peerless Dolly, was for a time de- 
pendant ou the bread and meat furn- 
ished her by an old negro servant, and 
her last days were made easy only by 
Congress buying of her for $30,000 the 
manuscript notes of the debates of the 
Constitutional Convention which Mad- 
ison had taken 
President Monroe, 
though he declined, it is said, 8858,000 
from the government tor his public ser- 
vices, died very poor in N%w York. 
John Quincy Adams must have received 
over half a million dollars in govern- 
ment salaries, and he is one of the few 
Presidents who again took up life after 
he left the White House. He remained 
in retirement only about a year, arid 
then entered the Lower House of Con- 
gress. 
After about sixteen years of 
service there he died in the Capital in 
184:8, exclaiming, "This is the end of 
earth, I am content" 
Andrew Jack- 
son gained nothing in wealth from his 
White House salary. 
It costs him, he 
says, every cent of it to pay his ex- 
penses, and the most of the proceeds 
of his cotton croj) in addition. 
He re- 
turned from Washington at the close 
of his second term with just $90 in his 
pocket, to find his farm going to ruin, 
and himself so deeply in debt that he 
had to sell part of his land to get out. 
Van Buren was a 
close, 
cautious, 
money-making fellow. 
He got good 
law fees and began to learn economy 
while saving enough as a young man 
to get married. 
At his estate at Lin- 
denwald, where he lived during his last 
years, he was surrounde<l with comforts. 
President Harrison 
owned a farm in 
Ohio when he was inaugurated Tresi- 
dect. 
It is safe to say he was poor, for 
he had lately been doing the drudgery 
of a clerk of the courts at Cincinnati. 
President Tyler supplied uincli of the 
money which rau the White House out 
of his own pocket, and Congress would 
not pay the salary of his private secre- 
tary. Moderately wealthy while here at 
Washington, ; e eft little to his chil- 
dren, and one u. his sons is now a clerk 
in the Treasury Department in Wash- 
ington. 
Zacii Ta lor was by no means 
wealthy when he died in the White 
House. 
.] ames K. Polk left a big house 
and enough to keep his widow, and 
Millard Pillmore, who started life as a 
wool carder, died ten years ago with 
enough of an e tate to create a lawsuit 
over the sanity of his second wife. 
James Buchanan did not leave such an 
estate as enabled Harriet Lane to keep 
Wheatlands, and withm the past year it 
has been advertised for sale. 
Buch- 
anan spent all his salary as President 
at Washington, and what he had left 
after paying his White House expenses 
he gave in charity, 
Abraham Lincoln 
died poor, and it was due to Congress 
that his family was provided lor. 
An- 
drew Johnson went back t'» his house 
at Greenville, Tennesse, whore he had 
started life as a tailor. 
He died by a 
stroke of paralysis, and left no fortune 
behind. 
Of 
the 
other 
Presidents 
Grant's necessities are agitating the 
country to-day, and Garfield's family is 
wealthy only through the voluntary 
subscriptions of the people. 
Truly, as 
Sidney Smith used to say, "There is 
nothing so expensive as glory. "--"C^arp,"

Very little is known about Mercury 
with any degree of certainty, for his 
nearness to the sun makes hi a a diffi- 
cult object for accurate observation. 
The period of his rotation on his axis, 
supposed to be about twent v-four hours, 
is not considered as beyond qaestion, 
neither is the position of his axis known. 
Schroeter, a dilligent observer, at the 
beginning of the present century, saw, 
or thought he saw, when the planet 
was in crescent form, the alternate 
blunting of the horns, some minute 
projections from the limb, and an ir- 
regular curve of the terminator. 
Ho 
interpreted the 
phenomena as the 
shadow of lofty mountains, and, ac- 
cording to his measurment, they were 
twelve miles high. 
But the more ex' 
perienced observers of the present day, 
with their finer instruments, fail to con- 
firm these observations. 
Nothing is 
considered "proved" in regard to the 
planet's atmosphere, his deviation from 
a spherical form, or many other phe- 
nomena probably due to the imagina- 
tion of those who saw through the glass 
darkly. 
A more important problem is 
now puzzling the brains of astrono- 
mers. 
Leverrier, after profound and 
exhaustive examination of records, an- 
nounces that the perihelion of Mercu- 
ry's orbit moves around the sun more 
rapidly than can be explained by the 
action of the other known planets, the 
acceleration amounting to forty sec- 
onds in a century. The French astrono- 
mer searched dilligently for the cause, 
and finally concluded that it was due 
to an unknown planet or planets re- 
volving between Mercury and the sun. 
He died in this belief, and in confident 
expectation that one or more planets 
would be added to the system and the 
Mercurial perturbation be accounted 
for. 
The rebellious planet still refuses 
to come under the rules, and the fact 
that the perihelion of his orbit moves 
around the sun faster than it ought to 
is now considert d as established. 
The 
cause of the anomaly has not yet been 
detected. 
No problematical Vulcan, 
no unnamed planets, no group of aster- 
oids have ever made transits over the 
stm and restored harmony to the sys- 
tem. 
Unskilled observers in most in- 
stances have seen little bodies crossing 
the sun that had the appearance of 
planets. 
Their observations, however, 
have not been confirmed by observers 
who for fifty years have never allowed 
a fair day to pass without scanning or 
mapping the sun's face. The transit 
of a planet no bigger than a pin's point 
would not escape their vigilant watch. 
During total eclipses tiny stars have 
been noted that it Avas hoped would 
prove to be tha much desired intra- 
Mercurial planet. 
But the preponder- 
ance of evidence is against the exis- 
tence of the unseen wanderers, and the 
problem r; mains as completely un- 
solved as it did when the discrepancy 
was first discovered. 
The best observ- 
ers, with the finest instruiaents and the 
most favorable opportunities, have thus 
far found no clue. 
Mercury defies the 
host of terrestrial astronomers and 
mathematicians and spins on his way, 
his periiielion point advancing with ac- 
celerating speed, in a fashion incompre- 
hensible to those best versed in the 
laws that hold in place the sun and his 
family of worldy. 


The probability is strong that the 
science of astronomy, from its present 
standpoint, has no means at command 
to solve the (|uestiou. 
The astronomy 
of the future will show the way.—Prov- 
idence 
Jounial.

STATE COMMERCE. 


Tlio Provisions of tlic Bill Tliat IH to 


Take Effect In SUtj Dap and 


luleresfs 
Everjoue. 


Tho inter- state commerce hill, as 


agreed upon by both houses of congress 
in its flrat sectiou applies the provisions 
of this aot to any common carrier en- 
gaged in the transportation of passen- 
gers wholly by railroad, or partly by 
railroad aud partly by water when both 
are uaed, under common control, man- 
agemeiitor arrangement through moro 
than one state or territory, or from any 
place in the United (States to adjacent 
foreign country. It defines term "rail- 
road" to include all bridges and ferries 
rjRpd or operated by any railroad. 
All 


the charges mode for any service : 
tiered in the transportation of passengers 
or property, ahall be reasonable and 
just; and every DC just and unreasonable 
charge for such service is prohibited and 
decreed to be unlawful. Section 2 makes 
it unlawful for atiy common carrier, sub- 
ject to the provisions of thin act, to 
charge, demand, collect or receive, di- 
rectly or indirectly, from any person,
